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GENERAL  STATEMENT 


This  is  the  second  annual  presentation  of  information  concerning 
the  distribution  of  public  health  personnel,  facilities,  and  services 
within  locaj^ /areas  in  the  United  States,    It  is  based  upon  the  inventory- 
type  report-^  submitted  each  year  to  the  U.  S,  Public  Health  Service  by 
fidl-time  single  county,  multicounty,  city,  and  State  district  health 
organizations  participating  in  cooperative  programs  Tdth  their  State 
health  departments. 

In  order  to  present  complete  information  on  current  health  resources 
for  the  entire  country,  the  U.  S,  Public  Health  Service,  as  a  special 
project  of  nonrecurring  nature,  also  collected  data  for  I947  from  local 
areas  not  participating  in  cooperative  health  programs.    In  this  publi- 
cation, the  data  from  full-time  health  organizations  operating  independ- 
ently are  combined  Td.th  the  information  collected  routinely  from  areas 
receiving  State  or  Federal  financial  aid  for  local  health  service.  Data 
from  areas  not  served  by  health  organizaticms  directed  by  full-time  health 
officers  are  presented  as  a  supplement  to  the  main  body  of  this  pamphlet. 

The  information  presented  in  this  report  indicates  the  extent  to  which 
local  health  services  are  available  to  the  population.    To  reach  the  goal 
of  "complete  coverage  of  the  nation  with  full-time  local  health  units 
capable  of  applying  the /science  of  preventive  medicine  directly  to  indi- 
viduals and  families,"^  it  is  necessary  to  know  the  existing  coverage 
by  community  health  organizations,  personnel,  and  facilities.    On  the 
basis  of  such  information,  local  health  programs  may  be  improved  and 
eocpanded.

Reports  as  of  June  30,  194-7,  from  47  States^/  and  the  District  of 
Col-urabia  revealed  that  when  all  fuU-tirae  health  organizations  (including 
State  advisory  health  districts)  -were  tabulated,  1,288  organizations,  in- 
cluded in  1,202  reporting  Jurisdictions,  gave  service  to  1,884-  comties 
whose  total  estimated  population  was  approximately  ll6  million.  This 
represents  83.2  percent  of  a  total  United  States  estimated  population 
of  approximately  139  million.^    Included  in  the  total  comt  of  full- 
time  health  organizations  and  counties  served  thereby  are  a  number  in 
which  the  position  of  health  officer  is  temporarily  vacant.    The  1,185 
counties  with  no  full-time  health  organization  of  any  kind  were  distrib- 
uted throughout  33  States. 

When  consideration  is  restricted  to  full-time  local  health  service 
as  rendered  by  local  health  units  and  State  health  districts  providing 
actual  local  health  service,  it  is  found  that  1,239  organizations  fur- 
nished this  type  of  service  to  1,560  counties  with  a  combined  population 
of  nearly  107  million,  or  76.7  percent  of  the  estimated  United  States 
total . 


Tables,  graphs,  and  maps  are  used  to  portray  State  and  regional 
differences  and  changes  since  194-6  in  the  number  and  classes  of  person- 
nel employed,  the  number  and  kind  of  facilities  available,  and  the  types 
of  essential  health  services  available. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  usefulness  of  the  comparative  figures  is  the 
basis  they  give  for  evaluation  of  adequacy  of  staffs  and  the  information 
they  provide  regarding  facilities  and  services  in  local  areas.    Such  in- 
formation is  important  in  planning  to  extend  and  strengthen  local  health 
services. 


y  Vermont  has  no  full-time  health  organizations  rendering  local  health 
service;  therefore,  it  is  not  included  in  the  discussion  of  person- 
nel, facilities,  and  services  in  local  areas  with  a  full-time  health 
officer.

Resulting  total  for  the  U.  S,  is  less  than  1947  Bu- 
reau of  the  Census  estimate  because  many  local  areas,  having  no  recent 
local  estimate  available,  used  1940  Census  population  in  making  re- 
ports . 


PERSONNEL  EMPLOYED  FULL  TIME  BY  OFFICIAL  HEALTH  AGENCIES  OR 
BY  OTHER  OPFICIAL  AGENCIES  RENDERING  SOME  TYPE  OF  HEALTH  SERVICE 
TO  LOCAL  AREAS  HAVING  A  FULL-TIME  HEALTH  OFFICER 


Table  1  shows  by  States  the  number  of  full-time  public  health  person- 
nel of  each  class  employed  in  1947  by  official  health  organizations  and 

other  official  agencies  in  local  areas  having  a  full-time  health 
officer.    The  table  does  not  include  personnel  employed  by  voluntary 
organizations,  industries,  hospitals  and  institutions,  public  utilities 
rendering  service  of  a  public  health  nature,  or  nutritionists  in  general 
home  economics  or  in  institutional  administration.    The  table  includes 
data  both  from  full-time  health  jurisdictions  receiving  Federal  or  State 
financial  aid  for  local  health  services  and  from  those  not  receiving  such 
assistance.    This  combined  information  presents  a  more  complete  view  of 
local  public  health  services  than  could  information  regarding  service 
available  in  only  jurisdictions  receiving  Federal-State  financial  aid, 
as  presented  in  the  first  pan^^hlet .2/    Data  included  in  tables  1  and  lA 
indicate,  however,  that  96.5  percent  of  the  total  population  served  by 
health  organizations  with  a  full-time  health  officer  have  organizations 
which  receive  aid.    Reports  routinely  received  may  therefore  be  accepted 
as  representing  essentially  the  total  picture  of  the  nation's  health 
resources. 

The  percentage  of  the  population  with  full-time  health  organizations 
of  some  type  varies  considerably  from  State  to  State.    For  the  nation  as 
a  whole  it  is  83 #2  percent,  with  a  range  of  from  15 •?  percent  in  one  State 
to  100  percent  in  16  States.    These  data  represent  relatively  little  change 
over  the  reports  received  for  the  preceding  year,  although  there  were  four 
more  States  with  100  percent  coverage  in  19A7  than  in  194.6, 

Comparison  of  information  collected  for  the  two  years  reveals  an  in- 
crease in  total  personnel  enployed  in  31  States,  a  decrease  in  13  States, 
and  the  same  number  for  both  years  in  2  States.    The  two  States  which 
failed  to  report  in  1946  were  not  considered  in  this  comparison.  The 
current  report  shows  a  slight  increase  in  all  classes  of  personnel.  The 
greatest  increase  was  in  the  number  of  public  health  nurses;  the  smallest, 
in  the  number  of  nutritionists. 

In  1947,  19  States  had  no  public  health  dentists  in  the  local  areas 
served  by  a  full-time  health  officer.    The  relatively  small  number  of 
health  educators  and  nutritionists  points  to  the  need  for  additional

personnel  of  these  types,    A  few  States  which  had  personnel  in  these 
classes  in  194-6  reported  none  in  194^7.    In  the  latter  year,  17  States 
had  no  health  educators  and  24-  had  no  nutritionists,  in  local  areas 
with  full-time  health  organization. 

The  fact  that  the  increases  noted  are  not  merely  the  result  of  a 
broader  report  coverage  in  19A7  than  in  1946  is  demonstrated  by  table  lA 
which  is  a  breakdown  restricted  to  full-time  health  organizations  receiv- 
ing financial  aid,  corresponding  strictly  to  table  1  of  the  19^6  pamphlet. 
The  total  number  of  full-time  personnel  employed  by  financially  aided 
jurisdictions  having  a  full-time  health  officer  as  reported  in  1947  was 
5>383  greater  than  the  number  for  194-6.    Since  two  States^/  which  did 
not  submit  reports  for  194-6  reported  3*288  public  health  personnel  for 
194-7,  the  actual  increase  was  2,095,    This  represents  a  true  increase  of 
7  percent  over  194.6,    It  appears  from  this  table  that  within  comparable 
areas  the  availability  of  service  from  local  public  health  staffs  for 
194-7  was  scatiewhat  greater  than  it  was  for  the  preceding  year. 

Table  IB  shows  the  number  of  full-time  local  public  health  personnel 
of  each  class  employed  in  194-7  by  official  health  organizations  and  by 
other  official  agencies  rendering  some  type  of  health  service  in  areas 
having  a  full-time  health  officer  but  not  receiving  State  assistance, 
like  tables  1  and  Ik  it  does  not  include  personnel  employed  by  voluntary 
health  agencies,  industries,  hospitals,  public  utilities,  etc.    As  stated 
previously,  the  information  in  this  table,  collected  in  194-7  by  the  U.  S, 
Public  Ifealth  Service  as  a  pro;Ject  for  this  year  only,  supplements  the 
data  shown  in  table  lA  in  giving  more  coB5)lete  information  regarding  the 
availability  of  local  public  health  personnel  throughout  the  United  States. 

Eleven  States  had  some  areas  with  full-time  local  health  service  that 
did  not  receive  financial  aid  from  their  State  health  departments.  These 
areas  represented  2.9  percent  of  the  total  national  population  and  3 -5 
percent  of  the  population  served  by  a  full-time  health  officer.  The 
variation  in  proportion  of  population  represented  by  this  group  of  re- 
ports for  each  of  the  11  States  affected  ranged  from  0.3  percent  to  59.6 
percent,  with  a  median  of  12,9  percent.    Although  only  3 #7  percent  of  all 
full-time  local  health  personnel  were  employed  in  areas  with  full-time 
health  organizations  not  receiving  Federal-State  financial  aid.  New 
Hampshire,  New  Jersey,  Connecticut,  and  Indiana  showed  appreciable  in- 
crease in  the  availability  of  service  through  inclusion  of  such  juris- 
dictions, and  Colorado  and  Rhode  Island  showed  more  than  57  percent  of 
their  personnel  employed  in  areas  which  operated  without  assistance 
from  their  State  health  organizations,

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PERSONNEL  EMPLOYED  FULL  TIME  BY  HEALTH  ORGANIZATIONS

About  82  percent  of  the  total  public  health  workers  available  in 
local  areas  having  a  full-time  health  officer  were  employed  by  the  of- 
ficial health  agencies.    The  remaining  18  percent  were  employed  by  other 
official  agencies  rendering  some  type  of  health  service.    As  stated  pre- 
viously, public  health  personnel  of  private  agencies  are  not  included 
in  these  tabulations.    The  proportion  of  total  health  workers  in  a  com- 
munity who  were  employed  by  the  health  department  varied  considerably 
by  class  of  personnel.    V/ith  83  percent  of  physicians  employed  by  offi- 
cial health  agencies,  the  proportion  of  personnel  of  this  class_was  a- 
bout  the  same  as  that  of  the  total  personnel.    About  70  percent  of  the 
nurses,  93  percent  of  the  sanitation  personnel,  94-  percent  of  the  labo- 
ratory personnel,  and  95  percent  of  the  clerks  were  employed  by  health 
departments.    Yet  only  44  percent  of  the  dentists,  51  percent  of  the 
nutritionists,  and  65  percent  of  the  health  educators  were  attached  to 
the  health  department  staff.    For  the  most  part,  health  workers  of  offi- 
cial agencies  other  than  the  health  department  were  employed  by  local 
school  boards. 

The  distribution,  according  to  type  of  organization,  of  various 
classes  of  full-time  personnel  employed  by  official  health  organizations 
administered  by  a  f\ill-time  health  officer  is  shown  in  table  2.  Atten- 
tion is  centered  on  total  full-time  personnel  for  each  type  of  health 
organization,  without  regard  to  use  or  nonuse  of  Federal-State  financial 
aid.    State  health  districts  mentioned  in  table  2  include  both  those 
organizations  idiich  render  actual  service  and  those  ishich  perform  only 
advisory  and  supervisory  functions.    So  few  personnel  are  employed  by 
organizations  of  the  latter  type,  however,  that  inclusion  of  these  person- 
nel does  not  materially  affect  the  information  presented. 

Combined  data  from  agencies  idiich  received  and  those  which  did  not 
receive  Federal-State  financial  aid  show  that,  of  the  30,202  health  de- 
partment personnel  reported,  55  percent  were  employed  by  city  health 
departments  which  represented  only  40  percent  of  the  reported  population. 
From  these  data  it  is  apparent  that  persons  living  in  cities  had  availa- 
ble more  adequate  staffs  of  health  personnel  than  did  persons  residing 
outside  cities.    The  report  for  I946  showed  a  similar  condition  exist- 
ing, with  53  percent  of  all  personnel  employed  by  city  health  depart- 
ments representing  only  38  percent  of  the  total  population  reported  for 
that  year. 

A  study  of  the  classes  of  personnel  employed  shows  that,  excepting 
physicians  and  engineers,  city  health  departments  had  the  benefit  of  a 
relatively  higher  percentage  of  each  class  of  health  personnel  than  did

other  types  of  of:^cial  health  organizations.    IVhen  engineers  were  com- 
bined with  other  sanitation  personnel,  however,  it  was  found  that,  while 
city  organizations  represented  only  4-0  percent  of  the  reported  popula- 
tion, they  employed  54  percent  of  all  sanitation  personnel.    City  health 
departments  had  approximately  half  the  nurses  employed  by  all  types  of 
organizations.    With  almost  four  million  fewer  population  than  county 
and  multicounty  health  organizations,  city  departments  employed  twice 
as  many  dentists  and  more  than  twice  as  many  nutritionists  as  did  county 
organizations.    Public  health  nurses  were  distributed  more  evenly  ac- 
cording to  population  than  were  personnel  of  any  other  class.  State 
health  districts  had  proportionately  fewer  personnel  of  all  classes  but 
nutritionists  and  laboratory  workers  than  did  any  other  type  of  offi- 
cial health  organization. 

Among  the  health  departments  operating  without  Federal-State  finan- 
cial aid,  city  health  departments  occupied  a  more  prominent  position 
than  they  occupied  among  the  health  departments  operating  with  Federal- 
State  financial  aid.    Of  the  health  departments  operating  without  finan- 
cial aid,  78  percent  were  city  health  departments;  of  the  financi^illy 
aided  health  departments,  only  18  percent  were  of  this  type.

The  nuunber  of  persons  -wrho  must  be  served  by  each  health  worker  is  an 
indication  of  the  adequacy  of  public  health  service.    Tables  3  to  9,  in- 
clusive, show  the  availability  of  full-time  health  personnel  of  four 
designated  types  (physicians,  nurses,  sanitation  personnel,  and  cleri^l 
personnel),  judged  by  a  recoinniended  minimum  standard.    The  standards-^ 
are: 

1  public  health  physician  for  every  50,000  persons 

(or  for  every  local  health  jurisdiction  of  fewer  than  50,000), 
1  public  health  nurse  for  every  5^000  persons, 
1  sanitarian  or  sanitary  engineer  for  every  25,000  persons, 
1  clerk  for  every  15,000  persons. 


Availability  of  personnel  was  studied  for  all  areas  employing  a  full- 
time  health  officer,  irrespective  of  irtiether  the  health  organization  re- 
ceived Federal-State  financial  aid.    Personnel  en^^loyed  full-time  either 
by  official  health  agencies  or  by  other  official  agencies  engaged  in 
rendering  seme  type  of  health  service  to  local  areas  are  included  in 
these  computations.    In  computing  personnel  availability,  State  totals 
were  not  usedj  each  local  health  Jurisdiction  was  considered  as  a  unit. 
On  this  basis,  areas  deficient  in  personnel  were  not  compensated  for  by 
areas  having  more  than  minimum  personnel. 

Table  3  shows  for  the  entire  nation  the  proportion  of  total  popiila- 
tion  having  a  full-time  health  officer  and  sufficient  personnel  of  all 
four  designated  classes,  as  well  as  of  each  separate  class,  to  meet  mini- 
maa.  requirements.    Table  4^  summarizes  tables  5  to  9f  which  picture  the 
personnel  situation  in  areas  having  a  full-time  health  officer.    Table  5 
shows  by  States  the  number  of  counties  and  cities  having  combined  staffs 
of  physicians,  nurses,  sanitation  personnel,  and  clerks  to  meet  the  mini- 
mum standard;  each  of  tables  6  to  9  represents  by  States  (1)  the  number 
and  population  of  counties  and  cities  having  enough  of  one  designated 
class  of  basic  personnel  to  meet  the  minimum  standard,  (2)  the  number 
having  some  personnel  but  too  few  to  meet  the  minimum  standard,  and  (3) 
the  number  having  no  personnel. 

According  to  table  5}  5.6  percent  of  the  population  residing  in 
areas  with  a  full-time  health  officer  had,  in  1947,  sufficient  personnel

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of  all  foiir  designated  classes  to  meet  the  minimum  requirements  for 
public  health  service.    The  comparable  figure  for  194-0  was  3 .A-  percent. 
Part  of  this  increase  may  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  Pennsylvania, 
not  reported  in  1946,  was  included  in  the  report  for  194-7.    With  its 
two  large  cities,  this  one  State  accounted  for  2,703,635  population 
liaving  sufficiently  large  combined  staffs  of  physicians,  nurses,  sanita- 
tion personnel,  and  clerical  personnel  to  meet  the  minimum  standard. 
No  areas  having  full-time  health  organizations  operating  without 
Federal-State  financial  aid  had  sufficient  basic  personnel  in  all  four 
classes  to  meet  thg  minimum  standard. 

Only  67  of  the  1,8SA  counties  and  21  of  the  279  cities  with  a  full- 
time  health  officer  met  the  minimum  standard  for  all  four  classes  of 
basic  personnel.    Of  these,  35  counties  and  13  cities  were  located  in 
five  States .2/  Even  for  States  in  which  these  48  organizations  were 
located,  service  from  staffs  with  sufficient  basic  personnel  to  meet 
the  minimum  standard  was  available  to  only  a  smaU  percentage  of  the 
State  population,  ranging  from  1  percent  to  10,6  percent.    In  22  States 
and  the  District  of  Columbia,  no  county  or  city  met  the  minimum  stand- 
ard for  all  four  classes  of  basic  health  personnel. 

While  there  were  255  more  physicians  in  194-7  than  in  1946,  the  34 #7 
percent  of  population  with  enough  physicians  to  meet  the  minimum  stand- 
ard was  3»5  percent  lower  than  the  corresponding  figure  for  1946.  When 
the  increase  over  1946  of  52  counties  smd  6  cities  in  areas  which  meas- 
^l^ed  up  to  the  minimum  standard  for  physicians  was  related  to  the  total 
number  of  counties  and  cities  under  consideration  each  year,  about  the 
same  proportion  of  counties  for  both  years  but  a  smaller  proportion  of 
cities  for  1947  had  enough  physicians.    Partly  because  of  ten^orary 
vacancies  in  health  officer  positions  and  partly  because  of  nonmedical 
personnel  serving  as  local  health  officers  in  some  States,  there  were 
no  full-time  public  health  physicians  available  to  15.2  percent  of  the 
population  residing  in  areas  providing  for  a  full-time  health  officer. 
This  absence  of  full-time  physicians  applied  to  618  counties  and  82 
cities.    Of  these  82  cities  without  full-time  public  health  physicians, 
59  were  located  in  three  States,  namely  37  in  New  Jersey,  11  in  Ohio, 
and  11  in  Pennsylvania. 

Earlier  in  this  report  it  was  stated  that  the  greatest  increase  over 
1946  in  personnel  was  in  the  number  of  nurses-  employed.  Specifically, 
there  were  2,889  more  nurses  employed  in  1947  than  in  I946,  with  an  in- 
crease over  1946  of  34  counties  and  37  cities  with  sufficient  nurses  to 
meet  the  minimum  standard.    In  spite  of  this  increase,  there  were  44  more 
counties  and  5  more  cities  with  no  public  health  nurses  in  1947  than  there 
were  in  the  preceding  year.    It  is  apparent,  therefore,  that  the  growth 
affecting  this  type  of  personnel  occurred  in  areas  already  having  some

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nurses.    In  both  years,  most  local  areas  had  some  nurses  but  too  few  to 
meet  the  minimum  standard. 

The  increase  of  1,176  sanitation  personnel  resulted  in  3»4-  percent 
more  of  the  19-47  population  than  of  that  for  194,6  vdth  sufficient  person- 
nel of  this  class  to  meet  the  minimum  standard.    In  this  group  were  106 
more  counties  and  52  more  cities  in  194-7  than  in  194-6.    There  were  still, 
however,  287  counties  and  4-2  cities  with  no  personnel  of  this  class. 
These  figures  represent  an  increase  over  1946  of  42  counties  and  35  cities 
having  no  sanitation  personnel  in  1947. 

A  comparative  study  of  clerks  for  the  two  years  reveals  that,  although 
910  more  were  employed  in  1947  than  in  1946  and  12  more  counties  and  36 
more  cities  had  a  sufficient  number  of  clerical  assistants  for  their  health 
programs,  the  proportion  of  1947  population  with  a  sufficient  number  of 
this  class  of  personnel  to  meet  the  minimum  standard  was  3 -4  percent  smaller 
than  the  proportion  of  1946  population. 

In  all  classes,  the  data  indicate  that  local  health  department  personnel 
seem  to  be  carrying  a  work  load  far  in  excess  of  that  which  is  commensurate 
with  the  minimum  standard  for  public  health  service.    Sanitation  personnel, 
however,  more  nearly  approximated  the  number  required  to  meet  the  minimum 
standard  than  did  any  other  type  of  health  worker  under  consideration. 

In  order  to  picture  geographic  differences  in  the  eniployment  of  vari- 
ous classes  of  basic  nublic  health  personnel,  the  States  were  grouped 
according  to  regionsa*  and  studied  on  the  basis  of  health  personnel  era- 
ployed  to  meet  the  recommended  minimum  standard.    A  bar  chart  (figure  1, 
page  22)  is  presented  to  illustrate  the  differences  found. 

In  the  Northeastern  region  a  relatively  higher  proportion  of  the  popu- 
lation had  sufficient  personnel  of  all  four  designated  classes  than  did 
the  nation  as  a  whole  or  any  of  the  other  regions.  Thirteen  percent  of 
the  reported  population  of  this  region  but  only  5 .6  percent  of  the  popula- 
tion reported  for  the  entire  United  States  employed  health  personnel  of 
all  fo\ir  classes  to  meet  the  reccramended  minimum  standard.  The  Western 
region  slightly  surpassed  (by  1  percent)  the  percentage  of  the  nation's

meet  the  recommended  standard.    Only  2  percent  and  1  percent,  respec- 
tively, of  the  population  residing  in  the  Southern  and  Central  regions 
had  enough  health  workers  of  all  four  categories. 

The  relatively  high  percentage  of  population  having  public  health 
■workers  of  all  four  classes  in  the  Northeastern  region  was  not  main- 
tained for  each  individual  class  of  basic  personnel.    Ten  percent  less 
of  the  population  of  the  Northeastern  region  than  of  the  nation  as  a 
whole  had  a  sufficient  number  of  public  health  pl^icians  to  meet  the 
recommended  minimum  standard.    For  pt^rsicians,  the  'ilirestern  and  Southern 
areas  occupied  the  most  favorable  positions.    The  proportion  of  popula- 
tion having  enough  nurses,  however,  was  considerably  higher  in  the  North- 
eastern region  than  in  the  entire  nat^tm  or  in  any  other  region,  with 
36  percent  of  its  population  having  nifrses  to  meet  the  recommended  mini- 
mum standard.    The  Western  region,  with  enough  nurses  to  meet  the  mini- 
mum standard  employed  by  12  percent  of  its  reported  population,  approxi- 
mated the  15  percent  of  the  national  population  employing  enough  workers 
of  this  category;  while  the  Southern  and  Central  regions,  with  4  percent 
and  5  percent  of  their  populations,  respectively,  employing  sufficient 
nurses  to  meet  the  minimum  standard,  fell  far  short  of  the  record  for 
the  nation  as  a  whole.    Regional  differences  were  less  marked  with  re- 
spect to  the  proportion  of  population  having  a  minimum  number  of  sanita- 
tion personnel.    The  widest  variation  was  between  the  Central  and  West- 
em  areas.    Fifty-five  percent  of  the  Central  region,  as  compared  with 
83  percent  of  the  Western  region,  had  enough  personnel  of  this  class. 
Even  less  difference  among  the  several  regions  was  noticeable  with  re- 
spect to  clerical  personnel. 

Ifeps  have  been  used  as  another  method  of  showing  geographic  differ- 
ences in  the  availability  of  public  health  personnel.    Figures  2  to^  5 
show  the  exact  location  of  cities  and  counties  having  personnel  of  the 
various  designated  classes  in  relationship  to  minimum  staffing  standards.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  CLINICS  HELD  REGULARLY  IN  LOCAL  AREAS 
HAVING  A  FULL-TIME  HEALTH  OFFICER 


Another  measure  of  a  conmiunity's  public  health  resources  is  its 
clinic  facilities  of  various  type?.    Tables  10  and  11  suiranarize  by  State 
the  number  of  clinic  centers  of  designated  types  and  the  population  of 
the  health  Jurisdictions  in  which  each  type  of  clinic  is  located.  Clinics 
operated  by  official  health  agencies,  by  other  official  agencies,  and  by 
voluntary  agencies  are  included  in  the  tables.    Tuberculosis  diagnostic, 
medical  maternity,  medical  well-child,  and  pediatric  clinics  reported 
are  held  at  least  monthly;  those  for  venereal  disease  are  held  at  least 
weekly. 

In  table  10  are  recorded  clinics  which  primarily  are  restricted  to 
the  population  within  the  particular  health  jurisdiction.    In  table  11 
are  recorded  types  of  clinics  iriiich  frequently  are  available  to  popula- 
tion outside  the  local  health  jurisdiction  reported,  in  addition  to  the 
population  within  the  particular  health  Jurisdiction;  the  extent  of  ac- 
tual service  either  within  or  beyond  the  geographical  boundaries  in  which 
the  health  jurisdiction  is  located  cannot  be  determined  from  the  reports 
submitted.    In  both  tables,  the  population  given  is  that  of  the  health 
jurisdiction  in  which  each  type  of  clinic  is  located. 

The  total  population  of  each  State  and  the  population  covered  by  the 
reports,  shown  in  table  10,  are  used  as  background  information  for  both 
tables • 

As  in  194^9  the  well-^hild  clinics  under  medical  direction  exceeded 
in  number  all  other  types  of  clinics  primarily  restricted  to  local  health 
jurisdictions.    Well-child  clinics  were  followed  by  venereal  disease, 
medical  maternity,  and  tuberculosis  clinics,  in  the  order  named.  There 
was  a  gain  in  numbers  .over  I946  in  all  but  venereal  disease  clinics. 
Although  two  Statesi3/which  did  not  submit  reports  in  I946  reported  175 
venereal  disease  clinics  in  I.9UI9  there  was  a  total  loss  of  112  clinics 
of  this  type  in  1947. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  percentage  of  populati(xi  having  a  full- 
time  health  officer  which  reported  each  type  of  clinic  established  for 
local  population,  amounting  to  10  percent  more  coverage  by  well-child 
and  by  tuberculosis  diagnostic  clinics,  8  percent  more  by  venereal  dis- 
ease clinics,  and  7  percent  more  by  medical  maternity  clinics.  Venereal 
disease  clinics,  located  in  areas  of  denser  population  than  other  clinics, 

11/  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania 
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operated  in  areas  containing  88  percent  of  the  population  Td.th  full- 
time  health  officers — a  greater  proportion  of  the  population  than 
that  residing  in  areas  having  any  other  type  of  clinic.    Even  iiith  a 
loss  of  112  clinics  in  194-7,  the  percentage  of  population  coverage 
for  this  type  of  clinic  was  8  percent  higher  than  the  corresponding 
figure  for  194-6.

In  only  one  State  of  this  group  did  a  smaller  percentage  of  the  popula- 
tion have  tuberculosis  diagnostic  clinics  in  1947  than  in  1946,  and  here 
the  difference  was  slight.    In  most  of  the  States  there  was  a  marked 
increase.    Similar  analysis  by  States  can  readily  be  made  for  other 
types  of  clinics  shown  in  the  tables.    In  view  of  the  current  emphasis 
on  cancer  and  mental  hygiene  clinics,  availability  of  these  two  types 
of  clinics  in  local  jurisdictions  is  of  particular  interest. 
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Cancer  service,  as  presented  in  table  11,  is  provided  by  two  types 
of  clinics — those  which  provide  both  diagnosis  and  treatment  and  those 
which  provide  only  diagnosis.    The  table  shows  an  increase  over  the  pre- 
ceding year  in  number  of  each  type.    The  4^53  clinics  for  diagnosis  and 
treatment  represent  an  actual  increase  of  83  clinics  for  the  States  re- 
ported in  194.6,  as  28  of  the  total  number  shown  for  194-7  were  reported 
for  Pennsylvania,  a  State  which  submitted  no  report  in  I946.  Clinics 
of  this  type  were  located  in  areas  having  51  percent  of  the  reported 
population  for  194-7,  representing  an  increase  of  availability  of  5  per- 
cent over  the  preceding  year.    The  increase  in  the  number  of  clinics 
for  cancer  diagnosis  only,  for  the  same  States  nAiich  reported  for  both 
years,  was  59 J  46  of  the  total  number  for  1947  were  reported  by  New 
Jersey  and  Pennsylvania,  States  lAiich  did  not  report  in  I946.  Seven- 
teen States,  four  fewer  than  the  I946  number,  reported  no  clinics  of 
this  type  in  1947.    Clinics  for  diagnosis  only  were  available  in  1947 
to  35  percent  of  the  population  having  a  full-time  health  officer. 
This  represented  an  increase  in  availability  of  12  percent  over  1946. 

Each  mental  hygiene  clinic  presented  in  table  11  has  a  miniramn  staff 
of  a  psychiatrist,  a  psychiatric  social  worker,  and  a  psychologist. 
Mental  hygiene  clinics  in  1947  numbered  628.    These  clinics  were  located 
in  areas  having  a  total  of  62,803,909  population.    In  I946  there  were 
466  such  clinics.    Since  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania  reported  85  clinics 
in  1947  but  did  not  report  in  1946,  there  were  77  more  mental  hygiene 
clinics  in  1947  than  in  I946  for  the  States  reporting  in  both  years. 
There  were  10  States  without  mental  hygiene  clinics  in  1947,  as  com- 
pared with  13  in  1946.    Of  the  total  population  covered  by  reports  in 
1947,  54  percent  resided  in  areas  having  mental  hygiene  clinics.  Since 
this  is  true,  clinics  of  this  type  were  available  to  9  percent  more  of 
the  population  reported  for  1947  than  of  the  population  reported  for 
1946. 
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SELECTED  PUBLIC  HEALTH  SERVICES  AVAILABLE  ON  A  FREE  OR  PART- PAY 
BASIS  IN  LOCAL  AREAS  HAVING  A  FULL-TIME  HEALTH  OFFICER 


Certain  health  facilities  and  services  are  not  provided  throiigh 
organized  clinics.    Table  12  shows  by  States  the  availability  on  a  free 
or  part-pay  basis  of  nine  such  selected  facilities  and  types  of  service. 
Included  are  those  operated  by  (1)  official  health  agencies,  (2)  other 
official  agencies,  and  (3)  voluntary  agencies.    Together  idth  each  fa- 
cility or  service  is  shown  the  population  of  areas  in  liiich  it  is  pro- 
vided and  the  nTunber  of  health  jurisdictions  involved.     A  health 
j-urisdiction  may  be  a  single  county  health  department,  a  city  with  an 
independent  health  department,  a  local  health  district,  or  a  State 
health  district. 

Availability  in  1947  of  the  nine  selected  facilities  and  types  of 
service  is  sho-wn  in  the  following  table  in  which  the  summary  of  totals 
is  arranged  in  the  order  of  frequency  of  number  of  jurisdictions  with 
service.    The  number  of  jurisdicticms  with  service  and  percent  of  popu- 
lation involved  are  given  for  1946  also  in  order  to  furnish  a  compari- 
son for  the  two  years  of  the  number  of  jurisdictions  with  each  type  of 
service  and  the  percent  of  reported  population  which  these  Juidsdic- 
tions  represent.

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There  was  an  increase  in  1947  in  the  number  of  jurisdictions  with . 
each  service,  ranging  from  25  more  jurisdictions  with  organized  home 
delivery  nursing  service  to  132  more  jurisdictions  with  provisions  for 
performance  of  immunizations.    Not  all  jurisdictions  reporting  availa- 
bility of  immunizations  performed  the  same  kjjid.    Those  most  comirionly 
given  were  for  smallpox,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus,  measles, 
and  typhoid  fever.    An  area  v/as  counted  as  providing  immunization  serv- 
ice whether  it  included  one,  some,  or  all  kinds  of  immunizations. 
Appreciable  increase  occurred  also  in  number  of  jurisdictions  which 
had  facilities  for  chest  X-ray  or  photofluorography  and  in  those  pro- 
viding dental  correction  for  school  children.    One  hundred  twenty  more 
jxirisdictions  reported  service  for  each  of  these  types. 

Of  the  selected  services  presented  here,  immunizations,  available 
to  99.1  percent  of  the  population  reported  for  194-7,  and  facilities 
for  chest  X-ray  or  photofluorography,  available  to  94 .3  percent  of 
the  reported  population,  were  more  widely  established  than  were  any  of 
the  other  services.    The  noticeable  increase  in  both  number  of  juris- 
dictions and  percent  of  population  which  they  represented  indicates 
greater  availability  of  dental  corrective  service  for  preschool  chil- 
dren and  of  general  bedside  nursing  care. 

Four  of  the  selected  services,  namely  organized  home  delivery  serv- 
ice, dental  corrective  service  for  adults,  medical  corrective  service 
(other  than  vision)  for  school  children,  and  dental  corrective  service 
for  preschool  children,  were  not  available  in  areas  having  a  third  or 
more  of  the  total  reported  population  for  1947 j  yet  the  general  situ- 
ation with  regard  to  availability  of  the  various  services  appeared  to 
be  better  for  1947  than  for  the  preceding  year.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  PERSONNEL,   FACILITIES,   AND  SERVICES 
IN  AREAS  WITHOUT  A  FULL-TIME  HEALTH  OFFICER 
AS  REPORTED  FOR  THE  YEAR  1947 


This  supplement  describes  the  health  resoiirces  of  areas  which  employ 
some  full-time  health  personnel  but  not  a  full-time  health  officer.  The 
information  presented  was  obtained  from  reports  submitted  by  26  States, 
representing  705  counties  ard  79  cities  which  together  contained  about 
12^  million  people-  or  B»&  percent  of  the  total  estimated  population  of 
the  United  States  •■=='    This  information  combined  yrith  that  based  upon 
data  received  from  health  organizations  directed  by  full-time  health 
officers,  presented  in  the  main  body  of  the  report,  portrays  with  rea- 
sonable completeness  the  availability  of  local  public  health  personnel, 
facilities,  and  services  throughout  the  continental  United  States.  The 
percentage  of  population  represented  by  reports  from  areas  without  full- 
time  health  organizations  in  26  States  ranged  from  0.8  percent  in  Vir- 
ginia to  84-. 3  percent  in  Wyoming,  with  a  median  of  22.1  percent.  Eight 
States  had  a  higher  percentage  of  population  without  than  with  full-time 
health  organizations. 

Table  13  shoira  by  States  the  number  of  full-time  health  personnel 
of  each  class  employed  in  194-7  by  official  boards  of  health  and  by  other 
official  agencies  rendering  some  type  of  health  service  in  local  areas 
not  having  a  full-time  officer.    The  1,422  personnel  employed  in  areas 
without  full-time  organization  were  too  few  to  make  any  noticeable 
change  in  service  available  throughout  the  nation. 

Only  3*7  percent  of  the  total  number  of  full-time  health  personnel 
were  employed  in  areas  without  full-time  health  organizations.    In  these 
areas,  59.6  percent  of  health  workers  were  public  health  nurses,  18.8 
percent  were  clerks,  and  15 .0  percent  were  sanitation  personnel.  Only 
7  full-time  physicians,  8  graduate  engineers,  5  laboratory  workers,  and 
3  nutritionists  were  employed  in  the  705  counties  and  79  cities  without 
full-time  health  officers  that  submitted  reports.    Comparison  of  table 
13  with  table  14  shows  that  less  than  half  the  nurses  serving  local 
areas  without  full-time  health  officers  were  employed  by  official  health 
agencies.    A  greater  number  were  employed  by  other  official  agencies 
(usually  school  boards)  rendering  some  type  of  health  service. 

Only  3  counties  and  3  cities  of  the  705  counties  and  79  cities  with- 
out full-time  health  organization  reporting  for  this  study  had  sufficient

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physicians  to  meet  the  minimum  standard  .-^^    From  these  figures  it  is 
seen  that  routine  reports  from  full-time  health  organizations  gave  prac- 
tically the  complete  pictxire  on  availability  of  full-time  medical  per- 
sonnel for  local  health  services.    Insofar  as  nurses  were  concerned, 
the  number  of  counties  employing  the  minimum  number  required  was  in- 
creased by  65,  the  number  of  cities  by  26,  and  the  population  by  about 
1^  million.    Conversely,  more  than  half  the  counties  without  full-time 
health  organizations  had  no  nurses  whatsoever.    Nearly  90  percent  of 
these  counties  had  no  sanitation  personnel,  but  60  counties  and  4.2  cities 
with  nearly  3  million  people,  had  sanitation  personnel  enough  to  meet 
the  recommended  minimum  standard.    The  situation  for  clerks  was  not  far 
different.    In  general,  the  imjjact  of  these  additions  on  the  total  scene 
was  relatively  slight, 

A  comparison  of  the  number  of  public  health  clinics  in  areas  with 
and  without  full-time  health  organizations  reveals  that  in  areas  with- 
out full-time  organizations  the  number  was  too  small  to  effect  any 
appreciable  change  in  the  availability  of  clinical  service  throughout 
the  United  States.    Only  in  the  instance  of  tumor  clinics  restricted 
to  diagnostic  service  was  the  number  increased  by  more  than  5  percent 
when  those  operated  in  areas  without  a  full-time  health  officer  were 
added  to  those  in  areas  with  full-time  health  organization.    Frcm  the 
standpoint  of  individual  States,  Indiana,  New  Jersey,  and  Ohio  were  the 
only  three  having  a  substantial  number  of  clinics  of  various  types  in 
areas  without  full-time  local  health  organization.    Even  in  two  of  these 
States — New  Jersey  and  Ohio — the  number  of  clinics  in  areas  without  a 
full-time  health  officer  was  relatively  very  small  in  comparison  with 
the  number  in  areas  having  a  full-time  health  officer. 

Local  areas  without  full-time  health  organization  were  much  less  apt 
to  provide  the  group  of  health  services  not  necessarily  administered 
through  clinics  than  were  areas  with  a  health  department  headed  by  a 
full-time  health  officer.    Whereas  imraunizaticais  were  available  to  99 
percent  of  the  population  with  full-time  health  officers,  only  62  per- 
cent of  the  persons  living  in  areas  without  full-time  health  organiza- 
tions had  such  service.    Variations  were  correspondingly  wide  for  each 
of  the  other  types  of  service  under  study.    For  instance,  facilities 
for  chest  X-ray  or  photofluorography  were  available  to  94-  and  51  per- 
cent, respectively,  of  the  two  population  groups.    Services  other  than 
inmmnizations  and  chest  X-ray  were  available  to  scarcely  more  than  a 
quarter  of  the  persons  residing  in  areas  without  a  full-time  health 
organization. 

Tables  showing  the  distribution  of  health  clinics  and  services  in 
local  areas  without  full-time  health  organization  have  not  been  included 
because  the  data  did  not  justify  such  detailed  presentation.    It  is  not 
anticipated  that  data  will  be  collected  again  from  unorganized  areas  for 
a  number  of  years,  now  that  it  has  been  desBonstrated  that  the  personnel, 
facilities,  aai  services  of  local  areas  served  by  full-time  health  organi 
zationa  represent  the  bulk  of  such  health  resources  in  the  entire  country
